Hi Eric, 

I am attaching a list of Colonial New Jersey Currency research I have been doing for a 
number of years. The notes are only the New Jersey State issues from 1776 to 1786. I have 
tried to create a census of each series (for the March 25th, 1776 issue I only keep track of the 
Hart signed notes) by keeping track of the serial numbers and the signatures of each note. 

For some notes the serial numbers or signatures are not completely visible. I also keep track 
of the order of the signatures on the notes when possible this makes it easier to read the 
serial number because it appears that the first signer is also the person who inscribed the 
serial number. 

I am hoping you can supply information on Notes in your collection for my database. 

I also think this would be a good information tool for those collecting colonial currency, to 
that end, is it possible for the next update of your Colonial Currency book to include some of 
this information. I think at least the lowest and highest serial numbers of each issue could 
be included. If you like the idea maybe C-4 and EAC could ask their members to help do this 
for the other issues.

The Chalmers Shilling which you forwarded to me 
for an opinion weighs 50 grains and has a specific 
gravity of 10, indicating it is silver. The defects 
on the surface of the obverse and reverse are due to 
sand casting. The large depression in front of the 
word n Shilllng B ” is a gas bubble from casting. The 
condition of the coin is not caused by wear as the 
lettering would be affected. Similarly, the condition 
would not be caused by underwater erosion as the letter¬ 
ing is unaffeoted. The edge milling is also irregular 
and not as produced from ordinary milling machines 
of the period. The coin, in my opinion, is a casting.

I took the liberty of supplying a Xerox copy of your letter to me of 
Mar. 17 th to GJF to fill him in. A good reform movement in numismatics is 
becoming a necessity more every day. 

The apparent public approval of the resolution to ban the replicas 
i>y the San Diego County Numismatic Council (representing 10 clubs) at my 
insistence last fall, convinced me that at last the clubs are getting the guts 
to risk possible slander and take a strong stand over things they know are 
basically wrong. 

Several people including a number of ex-ANA presidents have long urged 
the education method to the same end, but I feel more direct action - such as 
your documented denunciation of the I8OI4 Dollar - gains wider public appeal 
and has the distinct advantage of being newsworthy enough to occupy space in 
the journals most read by the average collector. What I'm trying to say is 
that the sensationalism employed by the peddlars of fakes can be turned 
against them. 

Since TAMS is partly to blame for popularizing the off-beat numismatic

The point 
of the lowest etar on the right of the Goldsmith piece is 
much nearer the bust than on the B-U. The 8 in the date on the 
Goldsmith piece is upright while the 6 in the dal© of B-U tilts 
to the right. )ne point of the second star from the bottom 
on the right points to the center of a dentil on the Goldsmith 
piece while on B-U it points to a apace between dentils. 

While the 1801 B-U obverse is somewhat similar to the 
Goldsmith piece, I still feel that the obverse is 1802 over 
1 9-9.

Thank you for your August 31, 1981 letter. 

I have read your article on counterfeiting methods in the ANA library. 

I found it most interesting - particularly your continents on the attitude 
of some dealers towards tackling the fake coin problem. Our experience 
may throw some light on this. 

Our interest is the counterfeiting of gold bullion coins such as the 
Krugerrand, Mexican 50 Peso, 100 Corona, Maple Leaf, etc. Fisch coin 
gauges have been designed as a quick and easy, low cost way for the 
ordinary investor to check gold bullion coins. They have been well re¬ 
ceived and are used by dealers both in the U. S. and other countries - 
but many have been unenthusiastic about offering Fisch gauges to their 
customers. They believe that our gauges will undermine customer confi¬ 
dence in the coins they sell! 

Discoveries of fake bullion coins by dealers are not usually publicized - 
by the dealer or the marketers of that particular coin. They are usually 
quietly removed from circulation. Therefore, if you have any reports of 
fake gold bullion coins, I would be most grateful if you sent me details. 

We see our gauges as a positive contribution to consuner confidence in 
gold coins. We have an ongoing research program into counterfeit detec¬ 
tion and have developed an electronic tester (that differentiates metals) 
to prototype stage.
